Vulcan Suffers © 
a $30,000 Fire 


Damage amounting to around 
$30.000 was caused by fire here 
Friday evening, when the store 
of Buck and Howson was almost 
completely destroyed. 

Located in the heart of the 
business district, the blaze was 
attacked by the full force of the 
town brigade, but the flames 
made steady progress, and for 
some time threatened to spread 
to, several Jarge stores in the 
neighborhood. Fire fighters 
succeeded, however in confining 
damage tothe brick structure, 
which was valued ac $10,000. 

The estimated loss also includ 
ed stock valued at $20,000 with 
about half the total covered by 
insurance, An overheated stove

Provided our hands are kept 
in their right place and that 
they are thorougbly washed 
atthe prorper times, there is

from them. If, however, they 
kept in their right 
place, and if they are not wesh- 
ed before meals or before food 
is handled, then they are likely 
to be vn source of danger. 

The germs of disease do harm 
only after they) gain entrance 
into our bodies. Their 
mode of entrance is through 
the mouth, In other words 
what we do, in penertul, is to 
eat them or Wink them.

Hands that touch the 
lips or nose; fingers that go in- 
to the mouth, may carry disease 
germs. The hands should not 
go tu the face excepting when 
the handkerchief is being used. 

Another way in which disease 
germs may puss from the hand 
linto the body is by..means of 
jkootl. Food which is touched 
| by the bands receives whatever 
lis ou the bands, including dis- 
lease germs, If auc ‘h food, con- 
tuminated with germs, ie later 
eaten without shaving been 
cooked, the disease germs gain 
entrance to the body. So we 
lay down as a rule for self pro- 
tection and the protection of 
others i the hahds are to be 
thoroughly washed before food 
lis eaten or

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Labor Exchoenge Bureau. 
After cone week of unemploy- 
inent the insured was to draw 
7 pence weekly, provided he had 
made six payments into the 
fund. And at 60 years of age 
he drew out as much as he had 
paid in with 2 4 per cent inter- 
est. Acar es 
By the outbreak of the war 
the accumulated profits of the 
find reached three and a half 
inillion pounds which surpassed 
the most glowing hopes of the 
farmers. In 1916 the munition 
workers, among whom were 
many women, were enrolled 
in the scheme and by the end 
of the war the fund had reach- 
edthesum of twenty millions. 
After the war many soldiers 
were out of ajob and were 
given insurance protection with 
out paying the premium. This 
was the first step toward dole 
The act. of 1920 included all 
workers except domestic ser- 
vants and agricultural laborers 
who could not be organized, 
The next five years saw no less 
than fifteen different unemploy- 
ment insurance acts passed. 
The accumulation funds have 
gone and the scheme had to 
borrow from the government. 
The part paid by the govern- 
ment increased from 25. per 
cent to 35 per cent of. the pre- 
mium, The insured paid 7 and 
a balf pence weekly and drew 20. 
shillings weekly. The act of 
19 31 incorporated the following 
(1) Refusing forfei ted the righst 
of the insured, (2) Six days 


must elapse between work and 
payment of benefits. (3) The 
insured must have been paying 
into the fund for two years and 
made a minimum of 40 pay- 
ments. (4) The man was to 
draw 17 shilling a week, the 
wife 9 shillibz, each child 2 
shillings and unmarried women 
workere 15 shillings. 

Commission after commission 
had been appointed to investi- 
gate changes made against the 
scheme but in every case no 
evidence was forth coming and- 
the principle was always in- 
dorsed. And as to American 
criticism of the dol, the lec- 
ture contrasted, the tariff made 
multi-millionaire which he de- 
nounced as insidious and im- 
moral, 

The lecturer asked was it pos- 
sible to escape such action and 
he felt that it was not. And 
this led him to refer briefly to 
the life and work of Shaftsbury 
For fifty seven years Shafts- 
bury worked without a cent of 
pay and three times turned 
down cabinet portfolios. Pal- 
merson offered him any posi- 
tion in the cabinet the highest 
paying $35.000 but after two 
hours prayer ahd meditation he 
refused, He also briefly re- 
ferred tothe work of Barnado 
whose homes have cared for 
110,000 destitute children who 
bave grown up to fill some of 
the highest posts society has to 
offer, With a background of 
the work of these men Great 
Britain dare not turn down un- 
employment insurance, And 
he ventured to hope that in the 
near future Canada would find
